The reassessment of all property is now complete as 
is the tax map. A few errors were made and these are 
being corrected. 


The new municipal water well was put on stream 
and has proven to be an asset in the short time it has 
been operating. 


The Fire Department with the assistance of a com- 
mittee made specifications for a new pumper. The bids 
were received and awarded. Delivery of the new truck 
should be in January or February. 


Our community continues to grow and with this 
growth we must furnish more services to the tax- 
payers. We have started to attract some interest in the 
Industrial Park. We must, however, make sure that we 
plan the use of this land properly. We will be asking 
the town to allocate funds to do the engineering layout 
for municipal services for the entire community along 
with the industrial area.

EPPING PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


Epping is GROWING! Rockingham County gains 
population each year and Epping is not being passed 
by. Our town is growning at a rate which gains 
momentum with each new building season. Your Plan- 
ning Board continues to be busy processing applica- 
tions and has added many extra meetings to the 
twenty-seven regularly scheduled meetings in order to 
speed approvals for applicants. 


Housing growth is mainly a result of the many 
subdivision lots approved in previous years, and during 
this past year. Fourteen subdivisions were approved in 
1976, and a total of 37 new lots were created. Largest 
developments were Bill Murch’s “Epping Woods” (10 
lots), Lyman Lovlein’s “Tamara Acres” (eight lots), 
and “Kulhun Acres” additional 11 lots. The latter two 
are out-of-town developers. Pending is a cluster devel- 
opment off Old Hedding Road for 27 units of multi- 
family housing (apartments), submitted by Robert 
Cote. 


Additionally, nine applications were submitted for 
site plan reviews of non-residential development. Con- 
struction has already been completed on: 


Cumberland Farms: Rt. 125 and Main St. 


Emmissaries of Divine Light: staff residence, Ladd 
Lane. 


New England Telephone Co.: expansion on Main St. 
Road Runner Restaurant: Rt. 125 (approved with 


conditions. Mainly, there is to be no entrance or exit 
on Old .Hedding Rd.) 
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Approved for construction: 


State Police Troop “A” Headquarters: Route 125; 
Construction planned for late spring. 

Tyco Laboratories: heliport for private residence on 
Plumer Road. 

Bridge Manufacturing Co.: automatic lumber pro- 
cessing plant on Depot Rd. 


Two applications were withdrawn; one for auto repair/ 
tire outlet on Elm St., and an antique store on Rt. 125 
(this will be re-scheduled in the spring.) 


Three citizens petitions against commercial/indus- 
trial proposals in their neighborhood were received by 
the Planning Board. One application, for tire/auto 
repair, was withdrawn after protests from neighboring 
abutters. Two petitions with over 50 signatures each 
were received, one protesting the location of the truck 
stop restaurant, the second, objecting to the lumber 
processing plant. 


Homeowners should be proteted in the future against 
the possibility of large commercial businesses or in- 
dustries locating in their established residential neigh- 
borhoods. Your Planning Board is proposing some 
important new zoning amendments: 


1. To establish most of the town as an agricultural/ 
residential zone; 


2. To expand the industrial zone and, hopefully, pro- 
vide a better tax base and create more job oppor- 
tunities.; 


3. To increase the Building Inspector’s fees to more 
adequately compensate him for supervising large 
developments and 
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4. to approve the official town map with the new 
zones. 


Also being proposed for a vote at March town meet- 
ing is a request for a definition of pre-existing uses and 
lots, proposed by a citizen’s petition. 


The current Building Inspector has displayed great 
interest in Planning Board activity and has regularly 
attended meetings to improve communications between 
the Board and Building Inspector/Health Officer. This 
enables him to expedite approvals. 


Several meetings were scheduled with farmers to 
help understand their needs and to explain Current 
Use Tax Assessment. This plan was designed to pro- 
tect owners of open space, farmers in particular, from 
high taxes. Two new subdivision regulations were 
adopted in 1976. A minor amendment was added to 
requirements for expansion of non-residential uses, 
and a new section was added pertaining to require- 
ments for recreational campgrounds. Additionally, nine 
surveys were signed for recording purposes only, and 
numerous sign applications were processed and approved. 


Whether we like it or not, Epping has started to grow 
and change. The increase in population is NOT from 
within, but from the ever-increasing numbers of fam- 
ilies who are moying in to escape more populated cities 
and towns. In order to preserve the quality of life in 
Epping, which we all enjoy, the Planning Board asks 
your help in guiding this growth by offering some of 
your time and abilities to the planning process in your 
town. Everyone is urged to attend all posted legal 
hearings, and anyone interested in serving with the 
Board is asked to contact any member of the Planning 
Board or the Board of Selectmen. 
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I would like to express my sincere appreciation to 
those board members who have given freely of their 
time, knowledge and energy during this past year. I 
have watched them accept criticism and listen to 
suggestions which were carefully considered in their 
decision making. It has been an enjoyable experience 
serving with them and to be a small part of the life of 
Epping in 1976.

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REPORT OF THE 
EPPING CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Epping Conservation Commission meets on 
the first and third Tuesday of each month. As always, 
these meetings are held at the Town Hall and are 
open to the public. 


Several years ago, the Epping Conservation Com- 
mission was given a parcel of land on the corner of 
Mill and Water Streets to be developed into a small 
park. We are pleased to report that on August 13, 
1976, this park was formally dedicated in honor of the 
late Miriam Jackson whose contributions to the cause 
of ecology have won her wide recognition. The devel- 
opment of even a small park is a costly venture, in 
this case involving the removal of two large under- 
ground tanks and a concrete slab, both of which were 
the remains of a gas station which formerly occupied 
the site. Further work included the installation of 
curbs and stone boundaries, filling the site with loam 
and grading, the laying of a brick walkway and the 
planting of grass, flowers, shrubs and trees. The break- 
down in costs is as follows:

The Conservation Commission would like to extend 
its gratitude to you for your support of this venture and 
hopes that all Epping citizens will benefit from its 
development. 
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With the near completion of the Miriam Jackson 
Park, the Epping Conservation Commission is currently 
turning its attention to the development of the Mary 
Folsom Blair Park in West Epping. Among plans being 
considered for implementation this summer are the con- 
struction of a softball field/skating rink and a small 
parking area in cooperation with the Recreation Com- 
mission. Future projects include a canoe landing below 
the dam, a walking path along the river bank and 
selected clearing to provide picnic and camping areas. 


The Dr. Abraham Mitchell Park, which is not under 
the Commission’s jurisdiction, but for which we have 
been appointed by the park trustees to form a citizen’s 
committee, is making some progress. Persons from 
Epping active in youth education and recreation have 
been invited to serve on such a committee. It is antici- 
pated that some formal plan for the area can be devel- 
oped in 1977. 


In an effort to be of service to the Community in an 
educational capacity, the Commission has compiled a 
list of educational films on conservation. This list has 
been distrubuted to teachers at the elementary and 
high schools. A copy is also available at the Harvey- 
Mitchell Memorial Library. 


To further an interest in conservation issues among 
the youth of Epping, the Conservation Commission 
sponsored an essay contest for eighth grade students. 
Lori Mitchell won the first contest with her essay on 
“Cleaning up Epping” and was awarded a scholarship 
to attend Conservation Camp. The Camp was held in 
June for one week at Bear Brook State Park. It features 
field trips and instruction by the Society for the Protec- 
tion of New Hampshire Forests. The Commission plans 
to sponsor the second annual contest this coming spring 
with the hopes of awarding two camp scholarships. 
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One of our members, Joseph White, continues to serve 
on the Dump Study Committee as the Conservation 
Commission representative. (Epping will be banned 
from burning rubbish after July, 1977). He has spent 
many hours studying the problems of solid waste, 
visiting different waste disposal facilities in other towns 
and evaluating various proposals for cost, location, envi- 
ronmental effect and long-range feasibility for Epping. 


The annual spring cleanup last May was an unprece- 
dented success. Over 100 Epping Youths from Little 
League, 4-H, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Brownies and 
Cubs lent their services to pick up litter in the downtown 
area, schoolgrounds, and along route 101 and Jenness 
Road. This year’s cleanup was noteworthy for the abun- 
dance of adult volunteers and for the generous responses 
of local businesses with donations of money, food and 
trash bags. Lunches were served to the participants by 
the Fire Auxilary. 


The Commission would like to call your attention to 
our sponsorship of a referendum item for voter approval 
on a tax exemption for Epping citizens who install solar 
collectors for home heating. Such an exemption will 
serve two purposes: to encourage energy conservation by 
townspeople and to help compensate for the initial high 
capital outlay for solar energy systems. We hope this 
referendum item will merit your careful consideration. 


We would like to thank all those who have assisted us 
in the past year. Your support and help are needed in 
order to insure that future programs which will benefit 
the community and preserve the environment of our 
town can be pursued. We welcome anyone who would 
like to participate in the Commission as an associate 
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member and invite all of you to feel free to contact 
anyone of us if we can be of service.

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REPORT OF THE 
EPPING RESCUE SQUAD 


The Epping Rescue Squad was established August 
30, 1976 for the purpose of responding to emergencies 
and giving medical aid that could be the difference 
between life and death in an emergency situation. 
Also, to prepare the patient for transport in the Ray- 
mond ambulance so that it will not be tied up any 
longer than necessary. 


At present there are six members and we are dis- 
patched through Raymond (895-3384). Each member 
has had 64 hours of Advanced First Aid and holds a 
valid State Ambulance Attendants license and passed 
a course in External Cardiopulmonary Resusitation. 


In September, a 1972 Dodge Van was purchased 
with money donated by the Epping Fire Department 
Truck Fund. The van was also equipped with two 
backboards, oxygen, two trauma kits, and vehicle 
extrication equipment. This is the minimum of equip- 
ment needed for such an organization to function 
properly. 


The Squad is a separate organization from any 
other organization in town and all expenses to date 
have been paid by donations, we urge the town for 
their support in this worthwhile endeavor.

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REPORT OF THE 
EPPING 
MOSQUITO CONTROL COMMISSION 


During the past spring and summer, an extensive 
mosquito breeding site and adult population survey 
was undertaken in the Town of Epping, N.H. Erol 
Benson and Jeff Currier assisted me in collecting 
larvae and identifying breeding sites. 


A total of 22,496 adult mosquitoes were collected 
and identified from the five C.D.C. light traps placed 
around the town. Twenty-eight species were collected 
and one species, Orthopodomyia Signifera, had never 
been reported in the State of New Hampshire. One 
third of the species collected, but less than 10% of the 
total number, do not bite man but feed on birds, 
turtles, frogs, etc. It is very important to determine 
what species predominate because control methods 
are based on the biology of the species. Some species 
only breed in the spring and have one generation. 
Other species have many generations and breed through- 
out the summer. 


One species, Coquilletidia Perturbans, a persistent 
human biter, represented 61.8% or 13,896 of the total 
figure. Nine other human biters accounted for an 
additional 30% of the total. Epping clearly has one 
main problem species. In this case, control of just one 
species would yield significant results. 


Approximately 15,000 larvae were collected and iden- 
tified. Breeding sites ranged from discarded tires to 
large beaver ponds. Water is the one factor which all 
mosquito larvae have in common. Without water they 
will die, it’s as simple as that. Artificial containers 
such as pails and garbage cans can produce tremen- 
dous numbers of mosquitoes. The prime vector of 
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Eastern Equine Encephalitis, Culiseta Melanowa, was 
found in large numbers. 


The mosquito breeding site survey is the first step a 
town must take towards mosquito control. The survey 
shows the town where the mosquitoes are coming 
from. Identifying breeding sites enable a person to 
control only certain areas; time and money are not 
wasted. It is now up to the town to decide which 
course of action it wants to pursue. 


I would like to thank again Erol Benson and Jeff 
Currier for their assistance. Mr. Dodge was also very 
helpful throughout this long survey period.

The Exeter Area Visiting Nurse Association, Inc. is 
a Community Health Service providing health care to 
individuals and families in their place of residence or 
in ambulatory care settings for purposes of prevent- 
ing disease and promoting, maintaining or restoring 
health or minimizing the effects of illness or dis- 
ability. 


The services provided by the Exeter Area Visiting 
Nurse Association are as follows: 


Home Health Care. Home visits are made on refer- 
ral from physicians, patients, families or other agencies. 
The nurse gives treatments, assists with rehabilitation, 
instructs designated persons in necessary care between 
nursing visits, teaches good nutrition and understand- 
ing of specific diets, sickness and accident prevention. 
She provides health assessments, motivates patients 
and families to self care and independence and refers 
when appropriate to other agencies. 


The physical therapist establishes and supervises a 
program to return the patient to his maximum potential. 


The Home Health Aide provides non-skilled care to 
patients and families under the supervision of the regis- 
tered nurse or physical therapist. 


Maternal and Child Health Program. Home visits 
to new or expectant mothers are made to provide 
information and instruction in the care of themselves 
and their babies. The Child Health Conference is held 
twice a month providing the following services: physi- 
cals by local pediatrician, immunizations, hearing 
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and vision screening, lead and urine testing, PKU’s, 
special counseling, family planning and referral when 
appropriate for infants and pre-school children of low 
income families. 


Senior Citizens Program. Blood pressure screening 
held twice a month for blood pressure and weight 
checks, diet and medication counseling and referrals. 


Aftercare Program. Follow-up of mental health pa- 
tients primarily those recently discharged from N.H. 
State Hospital. Coordination of care between patients, 
family, psychiatrist and community, administration 
of injectable meds and supervision of oral meds. 


Communicable Disease Program. Home visits to 
patients with Tuberculosis or patients who have had 
Tuberculosis or who are contacts of patients with 
Tuberculosis for testing and/or medication and general 
health supervision. | 


Discharge Planning. Service provided by placing 
an agency nurse in the Exeter Hospital five mornings 
a week to assist in planning, coordinating and ar- 
ranging for continuing care at home. 


The Exeter Area Visiting Nurse Association is a 
Medicare and Medicaid certified agency.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual exam- 
ination and audit of the accounts of the Town of 
Epping for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1976. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the 
accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Trea- 
surer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Library, Water and 
Sewer Department, Trust Funds, Municipal Court, 
Sewer Project and Bi-Centennial Commission. 


Financial Statements 


The Balance Sheet as of December 31, 1976 is pre- 
sented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein the liabili- 
ties exceed the assets thereby creating a Net Debit of 
$6,423.66. Comparative Statement of Appropriations 
and Expenditures (Exhibit A-2) shows a net deficit of 
appropriations of $5,695.96. The Statement of Esti- 
mated and Actual Revenues and Budget Summary 
(Exhibit A-3) shows a net increase of actual revenue of 
$42,825.57, thereby showing a net budget surplus of 
$37,129.61. Exhibit A-4 shows the Balance Sheet of 
Long Term Indebtedness as of December 31, 1976. 
Exhibit A-5 shows the payments of principal and 
interest due by years for each long term indebtedness.

Each official’s records are shown in Exhibit B-1 
through J. 


Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody receipts and disbursements of Public 
Funds were examined and audited in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards and accordingly 
include such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as were considered neces- 
sary in the circumstances. 


Verification of uncollected taxes was made by mail- 
ing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the 
Collector’s Records. The amounts of uncollected taxes 
as indicated in the report are therefore subject to any 
change which may be necessitated by the return of 
verification notices. 


Also verification of uncollected Water and Sewer 
bills was made by mailing notices to delinquent 
accounts as indicated by the Collector’s Records. 


Comments And Recommendations 


All uncollected taxes in Exhibit C-3 for the year 
1973, have been either abated or deeded to the town, 
inasmuch as the statutory two year redemption period 
provided by R.S.A. 80:32 has expired on these tax 
liens. 


It is recommended that the method of abatements be 
reviewed and improved upon as much as is feasible. It 
is noticed that there has been an increase in the work 
load during the past year and that the town is grow- 
ing. It is hoped that the town office will continue to 
have regularly scheduled hours for the convenience of 
the taxpayers. 
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I want to extend my thanks to the officials of the 
Town of Epping for their assistance during the course 
of the audit.

NEWMARKET HEALTH CENTER 


The Newmarket Health Center provides a Medical 
Out-Patient Clinic, free Preventive Screening Clinics, 
Outreach Services by Community Health Workers, a 
Senior Citizen Transportation Service to health facili- 
ties and social services and a free Information and 
Referral Service. 


The staff includes a physician who is the Center’s 
Medical Director and who oversees and upgrades all 
medical protocols, a Physician’s Associate, a Regis- 
tered Nurse, Community Health Workers, van drivers 
and administrative and clerical personnel. 


In 1976 there were 2,489 visits to the Medical Clinic 
by Newmarket residents; and the Center answered 
1,089 queries from Newmarket with information and 
referrals; and the Senior Citizen Transportation Ser- 
vice provided 1,853 rides to the elderly of Newmarket. 
Of the total visits to the Medical Clinic in 1976 approx- 
imately 53% were by Newmarket residents, and over- 
all, about 5,400 contacts were made by Newmarket 
people with the Health Center. The Health Center is 
pleased to have served the people of Newmarket in 
these ways. 


In 1976 approximately 25,000 people in the Seacoast 
Area were served by the Health Center’s various ser- 
vices. Funding for these services is derived by a com- 
bination of patient fees, private donations and local 
funds which can be matched on a 3-to-1 basis by state 
and federal monies. 


Current plans of the Health Center include provid- 
ing Parenting Workshops, individual counseling ser- 
vices on an appointment basis, the expansion of the 
Information and Referral Service to encompass the 
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entire Seacoast Area, a continuing effort to improve 
the Center’s medical services, and expansion of the 
Senior Citizen Transportation Service. 


The Health Center is dedicated to providing care for 
the “whole person,” meeting his social and medical 
needs in a “caring atmosphere.”

EPPING JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL GYMNASIUM 
March 6, 1976 


Moderator Kendall Chase opened the meeting at 
7:30 P.M. by reading the results of the election of 
officers for the School District for the 1976-77 year. 


The School Warrant was then read in its entirety. 


Article 1: 

Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Earl Arquette, 
that the district vote to set the salaries of the school 
board and truant officer and the compensation of any 
other officers or agents of the district as printed in the 
school board’s proposed 1976-77 operating budget. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 2: 

Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Mr. Arquette, that 
the District vote to accept the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or officers chosen as printed in this year’s 
Annual School District Report. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 3: 

Mr. Arquette moved, seconded by Mr. Wadleigh, that 
the District vote to authorize the School Board to make 
application for, to receive and spend in the name of the 
District such advances, grants-in-aid or other funds 
for educational purposes as may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from Federal, State, Local, or Private 
Agencies. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 
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Article 4: 

Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Mr. Arquette, that 
the District vote to authorize the School Board to enter 
into an agreement for Vocational Education under 
New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated Chapter 
188-E with the School Districts of Exeter, Newmarket, 
Raymond, Sanborn Regional, Winnacunnet Coopera- 
tive and with the State Board of Education so that the 
Epping School District will be enabled to participate in 
the Vocational Educational Program serving Region 
#18 to be conducted in Exeter. 


Mr. Dodge requested that the Board explain how 
much this would cost the District. Mr. Wadleigh ex- 
plained that the cost was on a tuition basis pro-rated 
according to the number of classes taken by the stu- 
dent. He also explained that this vote would, in no 
way, bind the District but would permit the District to 
take advantage of the program should the Board find 
it advantageous to the Epping students. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 5: 


Mr. Arquette moved, seconded by Mr. Jackson, that 
the District vote from this date forward to indemnify 
and save harmless from loss or damage any person 
employed by it, including the superintendent of Schools 
and any member of the School Board, administrative 
staff or agencies, from personal financial loss and 
expense including reasonable legal fees and costs, if 
any, arising out of any claim, demand, suit or judg- 
ment by reason of negligence or other act resulting in 
accidental injury to a person or accidental damage to 
or destruction of property if the indemnified person at 
the time of the accident resulting in the injury, damage 
or destruction was acting in the scope of his employ- 
ment or office. 
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A brief explanation from the School Board was 
requested. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 6: 

Mr. Arquette moved, seconded by Mr. Wadleigh, that 
the District vote to authorize the School Board to 
purchase a comprehensive general liability insurance 
policy in order to protect the School District employees, 
officers, administrative staff and itself against per- 
sonal liability suits. 


It was requested that the Board clarify the meaning 
of this article in relation to Article 5. It was explained 
that Article 5 allows the District to indemnify its 
employees and Article 6 authorizes the Board to pur- 
chase the policy to indemnify the District employees. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 7: 


Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Mr. Arquette, that 
this article be tabled. 


Mr. Wadleigh stated that this vote must be taken by 
printed ballot and assured the people that this ballot 
would be prepared for the ballot voting next year for 
the election of officers. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 8: 


Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Mr. Arquette, that 
the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6,420.00 to purchase 100 new pupil double lockers. 
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Mr. Flagg asked the Board to give their ideas on 
what type of lockers they would purchase. After a 
brief discussion, a hand vote was taken and the motion 
CARRIED. 


Article 9: 

Mr. Arquette moved, seconded by Mr. Wadleigh, that 
the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$16,524.00 for the purpose of making the following 
repairs to Watson Academy: install storm windows; 
reinforce retaining wall and install basement drain- 
age system, a new sink and kiln area; repair the fire 
escape and new fire door in basement; changing the 
location of the present girls’ basement; and outside 
and inside painting. 


The Board was asked to give an explanation of the 
extensive repairs to Watson Academy. Mr. Arquette 
stated that the Board was indicating to the people that 
these and other major repairs would have to be made 
on the building in order to continue to use the building 
to educate students. He also stated that the Board was 
forming a School Needs Study Committee to study the 
over-crowded situation in the school and to make 
recommendations for a solution to move out of Watson 
Academy. 


The feeling of the people was to go along with the 
Board and to do only the necessary repairs until a 
study to solve our over-crowded situation is completed. 


Mr. Bellefeuille made a motion, seconded by Mrs. 
Hall, to ammend the article and ‘“‘to appropriate 
$4,000.00 to reinforce retaining wall, install fire door, 
repair fire escape and install basement drainage.” 


A hand vote was taken to accept the ammendment 
and it CARRIED. 
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An ammendment was presented by Mrs. Rauh ‘“‘to 
instruct our School Board to present a building plan 
for a permanent structure in order to add lacking 
facilities and relieve existing overcrowded conditions 
in our schools at a Special School District Meeting to 
be held no later than the last day of September, 1976, 
and to appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to profession- 
ally evaluate existing plans.” 


The Moderator suggested that this ammendment be 
taken up under Article 16 and the sum of $1,000.00 be 
included in Article 15. Mrs. Rauh agreed. 


A hand vote was taken to accept the article as 
ammended. The motion CARRIED. 


Article 10: 


Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Mr. Arquette, that 
the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$9,000.00 to add a connecting corridor with two small 
classrooms between the Central School and the pres- 
ent relocatables. 


Mr. Silviera asked if this wasn’t a waste of money if 
a new plan was considered that might have the cor- 
ridor moved. 


Mr. Wadleigh assured the meeting that this would be 
a permanent corridor. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 11: 


Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Mr. Arquette, that 
the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,485.00 to purchase and install storm windows at 
Central School. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 
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Article 12: 

Mr. Arquette moved, seconded by Mr. Wadleigh, that 
the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,900.00 to install a windbreaker door at the Carrie 
Odiorne Junior High School. 


Mr. Arquette noted that this would conserve a great 
deal of heat that is being lost. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 13: 

“On petition of ten legal voters to see if the District 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
for the purpose of financing the Annual Epping Athletic 
Banquet, said amount to be a deficit appropriation.” 


Mr. Allen moved to accept the article as printed, 
Irene Cote seconded the motion. Mr. Flagg asked if 
gate receipts shouldn’t cover this expense. Several 
persons felt that the School District should not spon- 
sor such events. 


Myr. Silviera stated that he was in favor of passing 
this article for the students. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 14: 

Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Mr. Arquette, that 
the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,100.00 to pay unanticipated 1975-76 employees’ retire- 
ment, said amount to be a deficit appropriation. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 
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Article 15: 


Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Mr. Arquette, that 
the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$781,409.00 for the support of Schools, for the payment 
of salaries for School District officials and agents, and 
for the payment of statutory obligations of the District. 


The Moderator read the budget line by line and some 
discussion took place. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Article 16: 


To transact any other business which may legally 
come before this meeting. 


Mrs. Rauh presented a motion signed by ten legal 
voters of the District ‘“‘to instruct our School Board to 
present a building plan for a permanent structure, in 
order to add lacking facilities and relieve existing over- 
crowded conditions in our schools, at a Special School 
District Meeting to be held no later than the last day of 
September, 1976, and to appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
to professionally evaluate existing plans.” 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


Mr. Wadleigh moved, seconded by Mr. Arquette, to 
adjourn. 


A hand vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 
The meeting adjourned at 10:02 P.M.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The management of public education, as well as, the 
management of many other institutions is experienc- 
ing rapid changes. Newly enacted federal and state 
laws, as well as current interpretaion of old laws, are 
slowly eroding the school board’s. authority to manage 
the schools. 


An example of this trend is the newly enacted State 
of New Hampshire Employee Labor Relations Law. 


Probably more than any other law in the past 
several years, this new state law has had, or will have, 
a major impact upon the school board’s managerial 
role in running the schools. 


According to this new collective negotiations law the 
teachers or their chosen representatives now have the 
legal right to share the management of the school 
system. 


This simply means that: 


1. Public employees (teachers) now have the legal 
right to organize for the purpose of bargaining 
with school boards. 


2. School Boards now must bargain with teachers 
and put in writing any agreement reached, includ- 
ing a grievance procedure. 


3. Both parties now must make a “good faith” effort 
to reach agreement. 


4. The topic of negotiations now shall be terms of 
employment which simply means wages, working 
hours, working assignments and any other condi- 
tion of employment (this could conceivably mean 
anything pertaining to the management of the 
schools). 
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If schools continue to maintain reasonable teachers’ 
salaries and also maintain suitable working condi- 
tions, probably no serious problem will be encountered 
in complying with this new legislation. On the other 
hand, if these two conditions are not maintained, 
conflict is inevitable. Let us hope that in Supervisory 
Union No. 14 all districts will continue to maintain 
reasonable teachers’ salaries and suitable working 
conditions. 


In their respective annual messages both Principal 
Lucier and Assistant Principal Joyce speak of serious 
overcrowded conditions in the schools — conditions, 
unfortunately, that seem to have become a way of life 
in Epping. Not only do these overcrowded conditions 
have a harmful effect upon the educational program, 
but to continue to house as many as 130 children in 
Watson Academy (a three story building built in 1893) 
is simply inexcusable. 


Mr. Lucier reports: 


This year has seen a most active faculty and pupil 
population at the Central School. A new reading pro- 
gram and a new math program was introduced in the 
first three grades with good success. At the upper 
levels, a new reading teacher worked with small groups 
of pupils with much success, in spite of lack of proper 
space. 


We have made use of many specially trained persons 
— speech therapist, learning disabilities teacher, phys- 
ical therapist, blind services teacher, teacher for the 
deaf, specially trained teachers for the handicapped, 
psychologist and guidance counselor. These people 
worked in corridors, supply closets, the boiler room, 
corners of rooms, and even in a van supplied by the 
State. 
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In such crowded conditions, achievement is limited. 
This year has pointed up the disadvantage of an 
obsolete facility with an attempt at modern educational 
programs to meet the needs of the child. The above 
listed specialists are not frills — we are required now 
by law to educate children with special needs. 


On the plus side, in the Central School the class- 
rooms with storm sash have been much more comfor- 
table this winter than they have in any year past, in 
spite of the severe weather. Storm sash is needed on all 
windows and doors should have special protection. 


Many women and one man have given much time to 
our Volunteer Aide program. This is a most appreciated 
service and, as Principal, I wish to thank all for their 
assistance. 


This is the second year that the Epping Central 
P.T.O. has been active. Many members have been very 
active. Through funds they have raised, a slide projec- 
tor, a slide maker and case have been purchased. They 
have voted, also, to pay bus transportation for class 
trips. We use our largest classroom for meetings after 
moving all desks out. Much more space:is needed for 
activities specifically for Central School. 


Again, Members of the P.T.O. — Thank you. 


Mr. Joyce reports: 


The Epping Junior-Senior High School successfully 
opened this past September with an increased enroll- 
ment. Our overall secondary enrollment has increased 
from 290 in 1975-76 to 330 students in the 1976-77 
school year; and we will increase to, at least, 365 
students in grades 7-12 by September 1977.

At the present time, we have 130 7th and 8th grade | 
students who are housed in the overcrowded Watson 
Academy building. Our 200 students in grades 9-12 are 
housed in the Carrie-Odiorne Junior High building. 


These increased enrollments, combined with our 
critical space needs, have had some serious consequences 
for the children of the community. They have resulted 
in: 


1. the elimination of needed elective courses for stu- 
dents in grades 9-12. 


2. dangerously overcrowded classes in both the 
Junior and Senior High Schools. 


3. our continued inability to offer necessary special- 
ized courses, particularly to students in grades 7-8. 


In summary, unless a solution is found to our serious 
space needs by September 1977, we will lose the com- 
prehensive rating issued by the State Department of 
Education for grades 7-12. 


If we are to continue to provide a quality, compre- 
hensive education for our children and young adults, 
we must take immediate action to resolve our critical 
space needs. We strongly urge the citizens of Epping to 
become involved and seriously consider the reeommen- 
dations of our Space Needs Committee.
